THIS COSTS MONEY 

Will postal enquirers never learn 
that it costs money to answer letters 
of enquiry? One dealer, and he’s not 
one of the biggest dealers either, in- 
forms us that he gets from 80 to 100 
queries by mail each month from 
writers who fail to include return 
postage. Often the query is about 
some minor item on which profit is 
negligible, even if the enquirer did 
kick-in with a purchase after receiv- 
ing the information — which they 
don't always do. 

Postage on his minimum figure of 
80 would be $4.00, and there's still 
stationery and his time to figure in. 
This amounts to a tidy sum in a year, 
all because a group of thoughtless or 
inconsiderate people fail to realize 
or care that postage in any business 
by mail is a sizeable expense along 
with taxes, fuel or rent.

Silver Jubilee 
Distribution 
and Diffusion 


By HERMAN JACOBI JR. 


Before going into this phase of the 
Silver Jubilee Stamps of Canada it 
seems appropriate to draw a line as 
to where “distribution” ends, and 
“diffusion” begins. 

By “distribution” the writer means 
the course of this issue from the de- 
livery of the printing by the Canad- 
ian Bank Note Company, to the Post 
Office Department, and thence to the 
thousands of “jumping off” points— 
the many post offices of Canada. The 
quantities supplied by the Philatelic 
Agency also form a part of the dis- 
tribution. 

By “diffusion” we refer to the pur- 
chase, and use of the stamps, made 
by the public, i.e., individuals, busi- 
ness firms, collectors, dealers, spec- 
ulators, etc. 

Distribution 

According to official records, the 
Canadian Bank Note Company deliv- 
ered the following quantities of Sil- 
ver Jubilee Stamps to the Post Of- 
fice Department. 

le (Plates I & II) 30,500,000. 

2e (Plates I & II) 31,000,000. 

3e (Plates I, II & III) 60,425,000. 

5c (Plates I & II) 3,050,000. 

10e (Plates I & II) 3,125,000. 

13e (Plates I & II) 1,100,000. 

These stamps were quickly distrib- 
uted to the larger cities of Canada, 
including, of course, the 23 First Day 
cities, (for use on May 4, 1935). 

The Philatelic Agency was also 
supplied with material of selected 
centering. 

Overseas purchases of this issue 
were considerable as the Silver Jub- 
ilee celebration was, naturally, of 
Empire proportions. 

The U.S.A. also purchased large 
quantities of these stamps, though 
everyone was lulled into a sense of 
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"false security" because Ottawa had 
always, here-to-fore kept large stocks 
on hand. (To the dismay of dealers 
and investors alike) The Philatelic 
Agency ran out fast on this issue, 
taking praetically everyone by sur- 
prise. 

In order to create a sense of aware- 
ness of the Silver Jubilee celebration 
the publie, in more remote places, 
was given an opportunity to see and 
distribute Silver Jubilee stamps due 
to the fact that the Post Office De- 
partment made it a practice, at that 
time, to fill orders for stamps, from 
postmasters in the smaller places, by 
sending half quantities of Silver Jub- 
ilees, as long as these were available, 
and half of the regular issue. 


Diffusion 


The usual speculators bought 
quantities of mint sheets, and laid 
them away—though in 1935 we still 
had a depression and too much of 
this could not be done. 

The so-called “controlled mail boys” 
made it a point to buy sheets from 
the post offices, or Philatelic Agency, 
in order to secure used copies early 
in the game. This was done by means 
of various devices; with business 
firms having branch offices, and in- 
cluded the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce arrangement whereby the 
bank received a percentage of its 
postage of controlling and supervis- 
ing the return of desired values to 
head office. 

This ingenious device enabled the 
controlled mail operators to supply 
dealers with used copies in order that 
the dealers might satisfy the demand 
for them. Controlled mail, operating 
out of Toronto, Montreal, and else- 
where, accounted for thousands of 
used copies of this issue—especially 
in the higher values. 
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The lower values, le, 2e, and 23e 
were sent to practically every city, 
village, and hamlet in the country. A 
very interesting collection of dated 
towns can be brought together, of 
the 3e value in particular, since its 
large size and red color lend it great 
value for this purpose. 

We need not enlarge on the lower 
three values, as their almost complete 
difussion is obvious. We need only 
consider the millions of copies des- 
troyed by  non-philatelie interests; 
and the millions used in packets of 
cheap stamps. Packets also consumed 
considerable quantities of the higher 
values, in sub-standard condition— 
heavily cancelled, badly off-center, or 
both. 

Naturally, at the time and for 
many years to come, dealers will have 
all of the used copies they will ever 
need of the lower three values. 

However, the higher values are a 
“horse of a different color". 

The much smaller printings made 
these values scarcer, from the very 
beginning, and thousands upon thou- 
sands of copies were lost in non-phil- 
atelic channels. 

The five cent Prince of Wales, rea- 
sonably available mint, was never 
plentiful in fine used condition. This 
being the overseas rate may account 
for many copies disappearing’ abroad. 

The ten cent, Windsor Castle, used 
largely on parcels, with the usual 
roller cancellation, is also not easily 
obtained in fine used condition. It is 
quite scarce in  well-centered mint 
condition as well. 

The thirteen cent, Britannia, al- 
ways scarce, from the very beginning 
as far as fine used condition was 
concerned, has only become scarcer 
with the passing of time. 

This is partly due to the fact that 
13c was the registered rate in 1935, 
and the town and “killer” cancels 
were often used with disastrous re- 
sults—the “killer” usually landing on 
the stamp! Controlled mail blocks, 
for the most part, have light roller 
cancellations. Dated towns, clean and 
“socked on the nose” are truly rare, 
as are R.P.O’s. 

Mint copies are quite scarce in well 
centered condition. 

Nice covers of Silver Jubilees, once 
very plentiful, are getting scarce in 
all values, especially registered. 

Getting back to the diffusion of 


this issue in general, a few random 
notes, covering various angles of this 
phase, follow: 

The Salada Stamp Club of Toronto, 
cnee offered the Silver Jubilees, sing- 
ly or in sets, as premiums to begin- 
ners. 

The normal wear and tear of copies 
being remounted, mostly by inexperi- 
enced collectors decimate the number 
of copies each year. 

Improper storage, of mints in par- 
tieular, has caused great philatelic 
loss, either by soiling, curling, and 
damage if stered in too dry a place, 
or, worse still, sticking together dur- 
ing humid weather in a damp atmos- 
phere. 

Thousands of copies of all values, 
have been used in the 23 First Day 
City covers, as well as the air flights 
during the period of use (1935 to 
1937). The “Nascopie” Arctic sup- 
ply trips, of 1935-36, also used many 
copies. 

For years the entire set has, with 
slight variations, and excxepting the 
13c, steod still in the catalogs. Such 
cataloging makes would-be investors 
use up their holdings for postage, and 
while this may add a few used copies 
to the market, it definitely diminishes 
the mints. 

This even happened to the 13e as 
late as 1942, and many former own- 
ers of mints wish they had held out 
a little longer. 

The 1c and 2c Rock Island precan- 
cels diverted several thousand copies 
from ordinary channels. These are 
minor rarities today! 

Plate block collecting tends to 
break up sheets very much. 

“Perfins” accounted for thousands 
and thousands of copies during this 
period of use (1935 to early 1937). 
In this instance I refer to private 
company perfins in particular, but 
do net exclude Province of Ontario 
Legislative Assembly (LA) and 
Province of Saskatchewan (PS). 

However, it might be of interest to 
record that the writer has examined 
hundreds of thousands of this issue, 
in all values, and has never found an 
O.H.M.S. 

The Post Offiee Department also 
denies their official use and so it ap- 
pears that they should be collected, 
as far as this issue is concerned, with 
some forethought.

This is the period of 1935 when we 
would come upon a #216 perfin, 
groan, tear it in half and throw it 
away. We have a somewhat differ- 
ent picture in 1955! 

The ‘Topical’ phase of collecting 
makes the six Silver Jubilee values 
a first class field, as each of the six 
values is an excellent topical in its 
own right. 

(a) Royal portraits (1, 2, 3, 5) 

(b) architecture or castle (10) 

(c) ships (13) 

(d) commem. col. (1, 2, 3, 5, 10, 13) 

(e) Edward VIII group (5) 

(f) Geo. VI group (2c) 

(g) Elizabeth II group (1c) 

(h) Variety collector (1e weeping 
Princess). 

The presentation  booklets, those 
small gems of the bookbinders art, 
also took their toll of copies during 
the period of use of this issue 
several thousand copies of each value 
being used for presentation purposes 
to members of parliament as well as 
for use in the U.P.U. conferences, etc. 

The question of whether the ex- 
istine imperforates are in or out of 
the quantities delivered by the Can- 
adian Bank Note Co. is a point the 
writer has had some difficulty in 
clarifying. No positive information 
seems to be available. 

The writer, always an ardent col- 
lector of this issue, in every phase 
finds never ending pleasure in its 
many facets. 

The Silver Jubilees may well be 
looked upon as one of Canada's finest 
modern examples of the engraver's 
art and, in time, they will be more 
appreciated than they are today. 

In the meantime good hunting—for 
in stamps the hunt is often as inter- 
esting as the final acquisition of the 
item being collected.

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TWO-RING NUMERAL 
CANCELLATIONS

Collectors of cancellations usually 
find it more or less difficult to se- 
cure the numerals from 1 to 60 or 
what are commonly called the “Two- 
Ring Numeral Cancellations” and to 
allocate the numeral to the Post Of- 
fice which used it. Jarrett's excel- 
lent catalogue was able to define 
most ef the post offices to which the 
numerals belonged, but there were a 
few numerals he had to specify as 
being “unknown.” 

While collecting cancellations on 
3e Small Queens a lot of covers were 
secured which proved that “Two- 
Ring Numeral *34" belonged to 
Chatham, N.B. These covers were 
as follows:

cancellation belonged to Chatham, 
N.B. It is though one of the rarer 


of the two-ring numeral concellations 
and rates a premium in value com- 
pared to the average value of two- 
ring numerals on the Small Queen.s. 

It can also be stated that the can- 
cellor or cachet was not always used 
only in one post office. From per- 
sonal observation the two-ring num- 
eral “11” which belonged to Freder- 
icton has been seen on covers dated 
at St. Andrews, N.B., but these were 
dated later than when the cachet was 
in normal use and it is difficult to 
explain as St. Andrews had its own 
numeral “50”. 

Other instances of similar ex- 
change has been reported also and 
this without satisfactory explanation 
or reason.

It has probably been mentioned 
somewhere before, but anyway it 


may be news to some readers that 


there were two different types of 
booklets for some of the Revised 
Issues. 


The difference referred to is in the 
post-office advertising on the back 


covers. Along towards the end of 
the War Issue booklets, the P.O.D. 


was using: 
POSTAL NOTE SCRIP 
A CONVENIENT METHOD 
OF MAKING SMALL 
REMITTANCES 
ASK YOUR POSTMASTER 


This ad, and its French equivalent, 
were used on the first printings of 
the 3e viclet and 4e red revised book- 
lets. I have the 3e violet in both 
English and bilingual types. I have 
the 4c red bilingual but do not have 
the English, so I am not certain as 
to whether it was issued in such 
form. 

The later printings of these book- 
lets bear the P.O.D. ad: 


AVOID LOSS 
USE 
POSTAL 
MONEY ORDERS 


This type I have in both English 
and bilingual for both the 3e violet 
and the 4c red. 

One other change took place in 
these booklets at the same time ap- 
parently. The advertising fly leaves 
still appear in the booklets with 
“POSTAL NOTE SCRIP,” etc. These 
referred to airmail rates. With the 
discontinuance with special airmail 
rates and stamps, this advertising 
was discontinued. In fact the fly 
leaves, front and back were discon- 
tinued. So in the later printings, 
the “AVOID LOSS” etc., type, we 
find no fly leaves. We believe this 
was the first instance of their being 
regularly dropped, not counting the 





special “Rural Delivery Mail” book- 
lets of 1929 containing the 1c, 2c, and 
5e Scroll Issue, and which of course 
did not contain any fly leaves or ad- 
vertising matter of any kind. 

Thus we find that these Revised 
booklets reflect the change over from 
the ads and cover make-up on the 
late War Issue printings, to the type 
booklets used with the Queen Eliza- 
beth II Issues. 

As far as my own collection would 
indicate all “chewing gum” combina- 
tion booklets containing the 4c red, 
are of the early type (Postal Note). 
All 4e orange booklets, and all “chew- 
ing gum” combination booklets con- 
taining the 4c orange are of the later 
type (Avoid Loss). It is very possi- 
ble however that collectors may turn 
up varieties of these. I’d be pleased 
to hear about any you turn up.

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BIOGRAPHY OF A STAMP 
COLLECTOR 





By J. Robertson Webbe 
In The London Echo. 

Ephraim E. Werner, who has been 
collecting postal issues the world over 
for the past 66 years might well be 
called “London's dean of philatelists.” 

Dating back to 1889 when he first 
picked up the *bug" for this hobby, 
Mr. Werner has collected and sold 
two professional sets. Now at 82, he 
is hard at work at his third collection 
which already numbers well over 
3,000 postmarked and mint issues. 

Mr. Werner jokingly recalls how he 
first took an interest in stamp collect- 
ing. It was approximately 11 years 
before the turn of the century when a 
friend of his own age, and another 
lad in his early 'teen, began to have 
stamps removed from letters received 
in the community. He “joshed” with 
them secretly thinking it to be a 
rather silly pastime. But little did he 
know that the practice wase age-old 
even at that time. 

But he went along with the *gag" 
as it were, and assisted them by re- 
moving the postage from his father's 
correspondence and taking the colored 
bits of paper" to them. At the same 
time he saved a few for himself, not 
once admitting that he was doing so. 
The majority of them were the Can- 
adian *Beaver" issue. 

He remembers his first album, “a 
five-cent scribbler." Using the gum- 
med section of envelope flaps as a 
substitute for stamp hinges, Mr. Wer- 
ner fastened each individual issue on 
a different page on the top left hand 
corner. As a result, the improvised 
album became “one big fat lump” at 
the top corner and it soon fell apart.

Sc he transferred them to an old 
office ledger. 
The first collection was “very 


crude” and he didn’t know much about 
the stamps themselves. Around 1912 
he sold the collection. 

He immediately started on his 
second collection and this, up to the 
time of sale in 1944, was a genuine 
collection which he valued highly. 
“They were not collected by money 
but rather picked up over the years,” 
asserted Mr. Werner. 

He valued his second collection at 
no less than $2,000. But, because the 
person who eventually made the pur- 
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chase had only $700 to spend on it, 
the difference was made up in part 
by removing a portion of the valuable 
issues. 

This, his third and present collec- 


tion, is somewhat different to the 
first two. In it, he is specializing 
only in stamps issued in Canada, 


United States, Great Britain and the 
Commonwealth nations. 

Enjoying good health, and appear- 
ing younger than many a man 15 or 
20 years his junior, the silver-haired 
Mr. Werner claims to have had a 
number of rare and highly valuable 
issues in his possession. Two of 
these were valued by an old and re- 
liable New York stamp collector's es- 
tablishment, one at $500 and the 
other at $325. Both of these he kept 
in a wallet he carried around with 
him. However, his precaution went 
for naught. Having left his coat 
hanging in the hallway of his place 
of business, Mr. Werner returned to 
find the wallet missing, along with 
the priceless stamps. 

Following an education equivalent 
to Grade 10 high school, he went to 
work as a tailor's apprentiee at Rod- 
ney, Ontario, where his father served 
the community as minister of the 
Evangelical faith. The first year he 
worked for nothing. He was 16 at 
the time. His second year netted him 
a salary of $1.50 per week. In his 
third and final year he labored for $5 
or $6 a week. 

He then went to various places of 
employment, including St. Thomas, 
Hamilton and Tilbury, as a coat 
maker. He took a cutting course and 
graduated at a cutting school in New 
York then moved to Detroit to work 
in an automobile plant for two years. 

In 1909, he opened his own business 
in his home town of Rodney. In 1918 
he moved te London where he was 
employed for approximately a year- 
and-a-half as a cutter for a ladies’ 
wear firm. During 1920 he opened 
his own tailor shop on Dundas street 
and operated a successful business 
until his retirement in August, 1954.

BUYING PLATE BLOCKS 





We sympathize with plate block 
collectors who complain about being 
required to purenase a sheet of 100 
stamps from the Philatelic Section in 
order to get a plate block in the lower 
denominations. If one was head of 
a large business he might use the 
surplus stamps for office mailing, 
but the private individual though he 
could use the le to 5e denominations, 
it is hardly reasonable that his cor- 
respondence is so large as to be re- 
quired to use more than say three or 
four hundred 5c stamps in a year. 
There are five plates of the current 
5c stamp. Suppose that runs to 10 
or 15 plates or more during its life, to 
get all the plates from the Agency 
one would have enough surplus 
stamps left to post letters for the 
next ten or fifteen years if he could 
write that many. 

The Agency avows its purpose is to 
keep the collector from being ex- 
ploited. By making the collector buy 
100 stamps for a plate block of four 
seems to the writer to account in 
large part for the high prices of 
many plate blocks offered by dealers 
and others. The investment in sur- 
plus stamps to get these plate blocks 
has to be reckoned with in pricing 
the saleable part, whether bought by 
collector or dealer. 

We do not say that the Agency be 
required to mutilate a sheet of le 
stamps to get a plate block for a 
four cent sale, but a block of 25 to 
get a plate block would be a lot easier 
on the collector than the present 
stipulation. Nor do we suggest the 
Agency be asked to fill a 25e order. 
Many dealers stipulate $1.00 or $2.00 
orders as the minimum accepted. The 
Agency shouldn’t be required to fill 
orders for less.

Those of us who can hold and collect 
the severa] countries involved can 
but await the outcome. Notwith- 
standing the coming change the B. 
W.1. group will still maintain its pop- 
ularity everywhere. It is not unlikely 
that all past issues to those current 
will be heavily sought after for com- 
pletion of blank spots before any act- 
ual change takes place. If this hap- 
pens then prices for obsoletes may 
rise quickly, as well as those issues 
during our Queen's reign. 

In Gibbons London monthly for 
March, under the heading *Her Maj- 
esty Mast Remain" the Editor voices 
an opinion which without doubt will 
have the support of all philatelists 
who are Empire minded. He is indeed 
right when he states that the lower 
denominations of Great Britain 
should stay as they are with Her 
Majesty's portrait featured and that 
pictorials in the higher denominat- 
ions should satisfy everyone.

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THE CANADIAN FARLEYS 





Or should we call them the Can- 
adian Follies. Anyhow the mess of 
imperforate stamps that has come 


out of Canada over the past several 
years are of the same type as the 
well known Farleys of this country. 
The only difference is that the Can- 
adian collectors did not raise the 
roof and demand that the stamps be 
issued generally to anyone, sucker 
enough to want them. From some 
source in the Canadian Post Office 
Department, or from the producers 
of the Canadian stamps there has 
filtered into the hands of collectors 
at least a sheet of many of the Can- 
adian stamps of past years. All 
nicely imperforated, thus ERRORS 
that become worth a big price. It is 
noteworthy that one great American 
collection showed almost all of these 
rare stamps. 

This fact has irked Canadian col- 
lectors for years past but it seems 
that there has been nothing they can 
do about it. 

The facts of the matter would 
therefore seem to be that someone 
had access to a source from which 
the stamps were obtained. They 
positively are not stamps that were 
found in post offices by accident. 
Someone in the Canadian Post Office 
must have released these stamps to 
those who acquired them, or some-

one in the printing plant where the 
stamps were produced is the guilty 
party. Whatever is the answer, if 
the Canadian Post Office Depart- 
ment did not get a big piece of cash 
for each of these sheets as issued 
then they missed a bet, for certainly 
someone did get the cash. The ques- 
tion is who. If the Department did 
not get it, then it is time the depart- 
ment made an investigation and 
found out who did get it and make 
some effort to rectify the matter 
even though at this late date they 
perhaps could not do more than 
cashier the guilty party or recover 
damages if the party were respon- 
sible.—Linn's Weekly Stamp News.
